Goes Back 25 Years 


/OU WILL FIND in the Prcseott 


News column, on another page 


of today's paper, an account of the 
speech which Superintendent Stub- 
blcficld of the El Dorado public 
schools made this week before the 
Rotary club in Prescott. 


Mr. Stubbleflcld talked on 
the 


work of community leaders and the 
Union county equalization board to 
reform tax assessments so the pub- 
lic schools could function with fi- 
nancial safety. I should add to Mr. 
Stubblefield's remarks the modest 
comment that the assessment re- 
form program of which he speaks 
has been going on for 25 years at 
least. 


You will find in the editorial and 


news columns of the El Dorado Da- 
ily News a running story of the 
fight back in the 1920s to put prop- 
erty on the tax books and establish 
n fairly even system of valuations. 
Those who come into Arkansas 
from other states find it hard to 
believe we still hold on to our anti- 
quated system of voluntary asses- 
ments. Other slates send men out 
to rln down property reports and 
uncover the true facts 
—so that 


all the people shall 
be 
treated 
alike. 


But Arkansas's voluntary assess- 


ment system is futile and unfair, 
for it penalizes the property osvner 
who declares himself openly and 
honestly. Therefore the 
schools 


lose revenue in the end. And if you 
have known any other tax system 
you reject the Arkansas plan, no 
matter how many of the home peo- 
1 pie uphold it. 


For in this ancient and unfair 


assessing system lies much' of the 
financial trouble of 
our 
public 


schools. You and I know that there 
is enough wealth and income in 
southwest Arkansas to maintain the 
public schools, if the obligation re- 
mained at the local level and we 
had to meet it. 


But the support program fails at 


the local level, the burden is thrown 
back on the state — then the state 
fails . . . and chaos results. 


That's my story. And I know. For 


I'm the guy who wrote many of 
those editorial pieces that helped 
start off that equalization reform 
in El Dorado about which Super- 
intendent Stubblefield- spoke 
in 


Prescoll this week.

Big Brass Has 
to Consult 
Congress

Washington, March 24 — (/I') — 


The Pentagon's big brass have to 
take a lot of time out from their 
actual defense work to talk about 
it to congress. 


It's a necessary task since con- 


gress, which makes the laws 
to 


back defense, wants to know first 
hand from the brass what their 
plans arc and why. 


Sometimes congress may overdo 


the demands it makes on the time 
of the Pentagon chiefs. But that's 
one of those things. 


Secretary of Defense Marshall 


has had to make the trip to the 
capitol at least 10 times since 


But Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, 
as 


sistant secretary, is the one who 
has spent far and away the most 
time on the hill. But her case is 
extraordinary. 


Before she ever was able to lake 


office she was accused of being a 
Communist. That charged had to 
be examined. It turned out to be 
ridiculous. 


But she had to face the lawmak- 


ers six times to brand the charge 
a lie, confront her accuser 
and 


clear her name. 


Then soon after becoming"'a"s- 


sistant secretary, with the job of 
working out a manpower program, 
she had to start dashing up to the 
capitol. She's made 13 trips, plus 
the six on the communism charge. 


There's no record of the 
times 


she was called up for informal dis- 
cussions with members of congress. 


These other very important peopl 


have had to make their visit, too: 
General Omar Bradley, chairman 
of the joint chiefs of staff; Gener- 
al J. Lawton Collins, chief of staff 
of tho army: Admiral Forrest Sher- 
man, 
chief of naval 
operations; 


General Hoyt S. Vandenbcrg, chief 
of the air force: 
and 
assistant 


rctarics in the department of de- 
fense. 


But when any of these people 


face the lawmakers 
they're not 


alon. 
They have to bring staffs 


with them to fill them in on some 
detail or answer a specific ques- 
tion of a member of congress. 


Even before the V.I.P.'s to to 


the hill, a lot of time is used in 
getting them ready for their 
ap- 


pearance. 


They have staffs to brief them 


on what they'll say and even anti- 
cipate questions which may 
be 


asked so they'll have ready 
an- 


swers. 


And a great deal of work goes 


into preparing the kind of legisla- 
tion which the Pentagon asks con- 
gress to pass. 


There's a staff to draw up the 


bills, which means, 
sine events 


change from day to day, that these 
bills, which

And all this is only one part of 


the picture, since it deals exclus- 
ively with congress and the Penta- 
gon people.

The marines released schedule is

,The marines called all of their 


ground troop reserve and many of 
their air reserves to active duty 
last summer. Present law limits 
their active duty to 21 months, un- 
less the secretary of the navy or 
ders an crtension under national 
emergency authority. 


Marine sources interviewed said 


that as of this moment an exlen 
sion of service for reservists 
is 


not planned. 


All of the services have been 


planning reserve release programs 
since last October, when the de- 
fense department set forth what it 
termed "an orderly procedure" for 
the calling up and discharge of re 
serves. The entry of the 
Chinese 


Communists into the war in Korea 
put that procedure on the shelf. 


However, disclosures this week 


showed how the military 
buildup 


picture has changed for the bet- 
ter.

Meat Packing 
Strike May 
Be Averted 


Chicago, March 24 — (IP) — The 


threat ot an 
immediate serious 


strike by more than 200,000 work- 
ers against the nation's meat pack 
Ing Industry cased today. 


AFL and independent union work 


ers have promised to stay on the 
job for at least six weeks past the 
threatened strle deadlines of mid- 
night Sunday. 


But there remained the possibil 


lly of a walkout by sonc 120.000 
members of the CIO United Pack- 
inghouse Workers. 


The unions arc not In dispute 


with the packers. Their threatened 
walkout stems from the govern 
ment's refusal to approve an 11 
cent hourly wage boost. 


The CIO union, at meetings with 


major packers yesterday falllcd to 
agree to extend the strike deadline 
Further 
meetings were planned. 


President Ralph Hclsteln said the 
union's strike strategy 
committee 


remained in Chicago "for strike 
call action at any time." 


The CIO workers can strike at 


any time after midnight 
Sunday 


when the present contract expires. 
Most of them arc employed by the 
large packing plants. 


But the AFL Amalgamated Meat 


Cutters 
and 
Butcher 
Workmen 


reached an agreement with Swift 
anci Armour, two major packers, 
not to strike at least until May 6. 
A union spokesman said similar 
agreements will be made with oth- 
er packers. Most of the AFL union's 
100,000 members work for the small 
er packing firms. 


Swift also 
reached 
agreement 


with the Independent National Bro- 
therhood of Packinghouse Workers 
delaying a threatened strike of. its 
10,000 members until May 7. 


The extension of the strike dead 


line is designed to give govern- 
ment officials a chance to rcconsid 
er the wage hike, agreed by the 
packers and unions on Feb. 9. 


Eric Johnston, wage stabilization 


director, rejected the agreement. 
He said it violated the government 
wage formula which limits 
pay 


increases to 10 per cent above Jan. 
IS, 1950, levels.
